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THE CITY MANAGER PL A N - 
A definite trend toward adoption of the city manager form 
cf government has been noted during the year just passed. 
Fig­ 
ures show that more than a score of cities voted to adopt the plan 
last year. 
For the most part, these cities included many operat­ 
ing uncle:' an obsolete and antiquated charter. 
In comparison, 
only a few cities abandoned the city manager form last year. 
According to statistics, the city manager form of govern­ 
ment appears most popular in cities ranging from 3,5000 to 
100,000 in size although many larger cities have and are operated 
successfully under this form. 
The olan which makes the city 
manager the administrative head of die city has unlimited possi­ 
bilities. 
On the other hand, the case cf the city of Cleveland can 
be cited for its drawbacks. 
Cleveland abandoned the plan last 
year after polities had corrupted the office. 
Until it did, Cleveland 
citizens admit, the city manager plan of government was ideal. 
The city manager plan, The Daily Dispatch believes, offers 
unlimited debate to determine its possibilities and advantages. 
And, while this newspaper does not incline to the view of revolu­ 
tionary changes, it believes that an open form of the city manager 
plan would prove both iteresting and enlightening.

Daily Dispatch. 


ENJOYING TRAVEL- 
The hapless American male who is dragged, protesting, 
through the art museums and cathedrals of Europe by a high- 
minded and culture-hungry better I:alf bas been one of the comic 
figures of literature for a good many y. any 
Mark Twain struck 
a blow in his favor in “Innocents Abroad;” for the most part, how­ 
ever, the poor man has been left to the superior derision of the 
intelligentsia, unhonored and unsung. 
Now, most refreshingly, Francis Hackett arises in the 
January issue of Harpers Magazine to assert that this luckless 
figure of tradition has pretty much the right idea. 
When you travel, says Mr. Hackett, travel for fun. 
Don’t 
do it to improve your mind. 
Have a good time; and if having a 
good time doesn’t lead you to art museums and such-like, don’t 
worry about it. 
"The most dangerous thing for a conscientious man,” says 
Mr. Hackett, “is to detect his moral vacuity and begin filling it up 
with cathedrals and museums. 
Especially must he control the 
weakness he may have for art galleries. 
‘One hour in the gar­ 
dens,’ he should say, ‘where the mind is refreshed by the living 
picture, is worth 2000 acres of dried-up oil painting’.” 
Now there is a lot of sense in that; and it points to the 
rather surprising fact that the most memorable moments usually 
come to a traveler when he is least expecting them. 
You can gape at the glories of Versailles, trudge through 
the Louvre open-mouthed, follow an inquisitive nose through 
Westminster Abbey and view the Acropolis by moonlight; but 
when you get back home you are apt to find that your brightest, 
most valuable memories are of insignificant things you hardly 
noticed at the time—lengthening shadows across a green English 
meadow, sunlight on Hie waves in mid-ocean, an empty stretch of 
poplar-bordered French road, a hastily-glimpsed cottage by an 
English river. 
Such things aren’t in guide books, nor are they mentioned 
in travelers’ diaries. 
But they are of the real essence of the joys 
of travel. 
You can go to Europe to find them, or you can find 
them in an afternoon’s motor trip in our own state of Minnesota, 
preferably in the Brainerd lake region. 
You need only open eyes 
and a receptive mind.

Whenever a distinguished visitor enters any American city, 
one of the first questions the reporters toss at him is, “How do 
you like our city?” 
This is especially true in New York; and a 
group of Indian artists from the Navajo country of New Mexico, 
\isiting New York for an Indian exhibit recently, gave a reply 
that ought to keep their memory green for a long time. 
They simply replied, gravely, “Have you ever seen Santa 
Fe?” 
Of course, not all visitors can use that come-back, for not 
all visitors to the big town have seen Santa Fe themselves; but 
there is in it a wholesome antidote to the current worship of 
metropolitan things, people and ways that is worth bearing in 
mind. 
it applies, too, to all visitors, distinguished or otherwise, 
and it applies to all cities, from New York down to some metropo­ 
lis of the cow country. 
For we tend to put too great a halo on our 
cities; we are too admiring of the tall buildings, their busy streets 
and their everlasting clatter and noise; we let them overpower us, 
so that we accord them a respect that isn't based on any genuine 
values. 
We have, in fact, altogether too much of a childish admira­ 
tion for mere bigness. 
Because a given building is higher than 
another, it must be finer. 
Because a given city is larger than an­ 
other, it must la- a better place to live. 
Because one home is more 
elaborate than another, it must be happier. 
These Indians managed to escape that mistake. 
Unim* 
pressed by bigness, they found that Santa Fe could stand com­ 
parison with New York very well. 
Perhaps the towers of Man­ 
hattan don’t seem so splendid to men who are used to the red cliffs 
of New Mexico. 
Perhaps the congestion of a great city did not 
seem entirely praiseworthy to men who knew the emptiness of the 
southwestern plains. 
At any rate, their attitude was a sane one. 
At a time when 
(•very town hopes, somehow, to become bigger and more crowded 
every year, it is a good one to keep in mind.
